“I quite realize that what 1 may call the 
extreme free trader may ask, Why should 
We care about that?

would obtain cheap goods under that sys- 
But 


high tariff trusts and combines send goods 
into Canada at sacrifice prices they do it for 
any benevolent purpose. They are not wor- 
rying about the good people of Canada. 

“They send the goods here with the hope 
and the expectation that they will crush out 
the native Canadian industries, and then. 
with the Canadian industry crushed out, 
what would happen? The end of cheapness 
would come, and the beginning of dearness 
would be at hand. Artificial cheapness, ob- 
tained today under such conditions, at the 
expense of dearness at a near day, is nota 
system that we could approve. 


Will Check Existing Evil. 

“This ‘dumping,’ then, is an evil, and we 
propose to deal with it. Perhaps it would 

not be too much to say that 90 per cent of the 
complaints that are made to us by our manu- 
facturers are not that the tariff is too low, 
speaking generally, but that this ‘dumping * 
and ‘slaughtering’ condition exists, and 
that the tariff under such conditions fails to 
give them the protection which they would 
desire. Well, if 90 per cent of these griev- 
ances result from dumping we shall be pre- 
pared to deal ‘with it today, although we do 
not take the matter up in detail. 

“We think it is in the interest of legiti- 
mate trade that this question should be dealt 
with. It is not the first time that Canada 
has set an example in matters of this kind, 
and possibly the step we are about to take 
will be followed by other countries. Our 
friends on the other side of the house will 
recognize this dumping evil as fully as and 
perhaps more fully than even gentiemen on 
this side of the house. 2 

Remedy to Fit the Conditions. 

“A high tariff is their remedy for this 
evil. We object to that, because we think 
it is unscientific and unjustified. The ‘dump- 
ing condition is not a permanent condition; 
it is a temporary condition, needing a rem- 
edy that should be applied today, and, if it 
it not found effective, should cease tomor- 
row. 

We propose, therefore, to impose a spe- 
cial duty upon ‘dumped’ goods. That spe- 
cial duty, subject to a limitation which I 
will mention, will be the difference between 
the price at which the goods are sold, the 
sacrifice price, and the fair market value of 
these goods as established under the cus- 
toms law of the country.

In one case, or in a few cases of like char- 
acter, the limitation is that it shall not ex- 
ceed 15 per cent, and in the other case it shall 
mot exceed one-half of the duty.“ 


Features of the Tariff Schedule. 


The features of the entire tariff schedule 
proposed by the minister of finance are as 


“A maximum general tariff, a minimum 
general tariff, and the British preference 
will be adopted when the fiscal question is 
Gealt with in detail. The highest scale of 
@uties will be applied to countries whose 
trade policy is hostile to Canada, and the 
lower scale to countries favorable, while the 
preference is to be kept for Great Britain. 

“The minimum duty on tweeds, coatings, 
overcoatings, and other woolen goods, with 
the exception of blankets, bed comforters, 
or counterpanes when imported under the 
preferential tariff, is fixed at 30 per cent, 
present minimum 23% per cent. 

“A special duty will be imposed on goods 
‘dumped’ or ‘slaughtered’ in Canada as 
told in the foregoing. 

“The minimum duty on twine and cordage 
under the preference is raised to 20 per cent 
ad valorem from 16% per cent. 


On China and Window Glass. 


“The maximum duty under the British 
preference on china and porcelain ware is 
reduced from 20 to 15 per cent ad valorem; 
that on common and colorless window glass 
from 131-3 per cent to 7% per cent. 

“The duty on refined petroleum (coal eil) 
ie reduced from 5 to 2% cents a gallon. Fuel 
oli for manufacturing purposes is placed on 
the free list. The duty on crude petroleum is

“If we cannot secure justice any other 
way,” said the leaders of the bricklayers, 
“we will try the courts. We are prepared 
to show that brick is as good and as cheap 
as concrete for sewers and we must be given 
the chance to do so, or we will fight. Unless 
we can demonstrate this right now there will 
be no more brick sewers and many union 
bricklayers will be out of work.” | 

‘Machinists Renew Their Violence. 

Union machinists yesterday renewed their 
attacks on the nonunion men engaged in 
shops of the Chicago Metal Trades associa~- 
tion in place of the strikers. In a skirmish 
between the new employés and the pickets 
in the evening at the shop of the Goss Print- 
ing Press company blows were struck and a 
nonunion man was put to flight. No arrests 
were made. 

The nonunion crew at the Goss plant has 
become so large that all of the men could 
not find room in one electric train. The 
workers who were unable to board the cars 
at the shop door started east under the escort 
of a private guard. A crowd of strikers and 
sympathizers followed, and a block away at- 
tacked the nonunion men. Since the disorder 
of the first few days at this plant the police 
have had a patrol wagon on hand every even-

cussion. The society had lost its library, 
including a collection of valuable documents 
bearing. upon the early history of Chicago, 
in the fire of 71. A second fire caused heavy 
loss in 1874. Mr. Leiter was one of the large 
subecribers to the fund to erect a new build- 
ing, his name heading the list. 

The Chicago Art institute was another in- 
stitution which received Mr. Leiter's finan- 
cial support. In 1881 he was elected its 
president, succeeding George Armour, its 
first president. Mr. Leiter was a contributor 
to many other organizations, and in later 
years the American Sunday School union 
was the chief agency through which he ex- 
tended his philanthgopy. . 

After his retirement from active business 
Mr. Leiter devoted his time to looking after 
his extensive real estate interests. During 
the period of his inactivity ’’ he doubled 
and then tripled his fortune. He huilt a 
mansion in Washington and divided his time 
between the capital, Chicago, and his coun. 
try house at Lake Geneva, Wis. He also 
spent considerable time in travel. 


Famous Leiter Wheat Deal. 


Then came the Joe Leiter wheat deal, 
and the son’s adventures in the wheat mar- 
ket forced the father from his retirement. 
At the time of Joseph Leiter’s wheat deal 
Mr. Leiter's fortune was estimated at from 
$18,000,000 to $24,000,000. 


The wheat deal, which cost the Leiters a 


fortune, was begun in 1897. It was the great 
financial crisis in Mr. Leiter’s life. It was 
so dramatic that it has been made the basis 
for a novel and a play— The Pit.” Wheat 
was boosted in price by the younger Leiter 
and his followers until the farmers of the 
west believed the day of their millennium had 
come. Wheat soared almost to the §2 mark. 
When the corner was at its height Mr. Leiter 
declared that his son had more bushels of 
wheat than he had dollars. Then came the 


crash. ‘ 
What That Wheat Deal Cost. 


That crash cost Mr. Leiter about $9,750,000, 
it is estimated. His fortune was so tied up 
that he was compelled to make a loan for 
$500,000, Mr. Field indorsing his personal 
note, to mortgage much of his State street 
property and to sell that occupied by Schles- 
inger & Mayer. In making this sale he again 
turned to his old partner, Marshall Field, 
to whom he disposed of the property for 
$2,100,000 cash. Twelve years before he had 
purchased the land for $212,000. Mr. Leiter 
is said to have been behind his son in offer- 
ing to help out any one injured by the 
collapse of the corner.“ 

The liquidation of the obligations incurred 
in the disastrous deal was effected by the

the Chicago City railway, the Illinois Trust 


and Savings bank, the Alley L.“ and other 


Chicago institutions not being touched.

I am greatly grieved at the news of Mr. 
Leiter's death,“ declared Marshall Field. 
He and I came to Chicago as boys, he 
coming in 1854 and I in 1856. We entered

as a man with deep knowledge of his sub- 


ject—he was the sort of man that really 
probed into the depths of every matter—his 
knowledge was never superficial.

Harry G. Selfridge said: ‘In the death of 
Mr. Leiter Chicago loses a man of tremen- 
dous strength of character, unquestioned in- 
tegrity, of strong intellectual ability, and one 
whose judgment was recognized as being of 
a high plane.

Last Fire Brings Arrest. 


The last fire which Hansen is said to have 
started is the one which brought him trouble. 
The livery stable of Otto Alts, 811 West Di- 
vision street. was burned at 6 p. m., and, 
while the alleged incendiary was fleeing to 
his residence, only a block distant, his broth- 
er, Harry Hansen, 696 Haddon avenue, res- 
cued six horses from the stables. . 

Here the police received their first clew 
of value. Dthel Landbinger, 510 Thomas 
street, saw a man emerging from an alley

Description Cost Freedom.

He tele- 
phoned from a store at 831 West North ave- 
nue. 

Four persons identified the man as the one 
they had seen running away from the scene 
of several fires. These were the Landbinger 
girl and Louisa Landbinger, Charles Land- 
binger, and Fred Emo, 675 Haddon avenue. 

The police clipped off a lock of the man’s 
hair, which was singed. His clothes smelled 
ef smoke. He is a fresco painter, and has 
been a sailor.

KNOCKS OUT BILLBOARD LAW. 


Appellate Court Holds Ordinance In- 
valid and Sustains All. Conten- 
tions of Gunning System. 


The Appellate court yesterday ended four 
years of litigation by declaring the billboard 
ordinance invalid. The Gunning system was 
upheld in all of its contentions, and the in- 
junction of the Circuit court forbidding the 
city to arrest Gunning employees was sus- 
tained. Furthermore, the company need 
pay no license. 

The court holds the entire ordinance un- 
reasonable in its terms, beyond the power of 
the council to enact, unconstitutional as in- 
fringing on the rights of property owners, 
and invalid in all its sections. The decision 
says: 

Lot owners are the right to erect on their 

property any structures they please. providing 
they do not imperil others. The council has no 
power to remove such safe structures. 

The Hense fee is arbitrarily placed upon bil- 
boards presumably erected lawfully, and with due 

regard to public safety. * 

The ordinance deprives the property owner of 
use of part of his property. It limits the length 
of billboards to fourteen feet, no matter if placed 
several hundred feet from a street. 

Provision that consent of neighboring property 
owners be ‘obtained before the erection of bin- 
boards puts the use of private property at the 
mercy of the caprice of neighboring owners. 

Judge Ball filed a dissenting opinion.

MAY CONSOLIDATE PASSENGER 


ASSOCIATIONS. 


“Western, Transcontinental, and South- 
western Organisations, the mem 
tive Officers Believe, May Be united 
with a Big Saving in Operating Ex- 
penses—Cost Now Is Said to Exceed 
the Income—Clergy Bureau Will Be 
Lett 


Consolidation of the 88 ‘Transcon- 


tinental, and Southwestern Passenger asso-* 


clations is planned by the executive officers 
of the western and southwestern roads. It 
is asserted that it costs too much to main- 
tain three organizations in the west, and the 
work of all easily could be done by one as- 
sociation at the present cost of one. The 
expenses have more than doubled during the 
last two or three years, and are continually 
growing. The executive officers have con- 
‘cluded that thousands of dollars can be saved 
by consolidating. . 


The Western Passenger association for- 


merly derived enough income from the 
charge made for issuing mileage and clergy- 
men’s tickets and fees for validation of round 
frip excursion tickets. Now, it is said, the 
expenses far exceed the receipts. 


Figures Show the Deficit. 


During the month of April, it is declared, 
the cost of the association was in excess of 
the income, as follows:

Rropositions to consolidate these associa- 
tions heretofore have been considered, but 
were defeated through the opposition of the 
Harriman and Gould roads, which at the 
time had no general offices in this city and 
therefore declared they would be at a disad- 
vantage with only one association in Chi- 
cago. Since then, however, the general traf- 
fic departments of both the Gould and Har- 
riman lines have been moved here, and they 
now are said to favor a consolidation. 


Will Leave Clergy Bureau. 
The joint clergy bureau of the Western, 
Southwestern, and Transcontinental asso- 


j clations will not be disturbed. The Western 


association's proposition to cut loose from 
the arrangement and set up “ housekeep- 
ing on its own account was deferred by 
the joint meeting yesterday. It was found 
that the disadvantages from which the 
organization was said to be suffering were 
trifling when compared with the advantage 
of having but one book or ticket covering all 
the territory in the three associations. 

It was decided to recommend that clergy 
books for 1905 should not be good beyond 


za point where the regular rate is $20 or more. 


Under present rules, 55,000 clergymen are 
afforded an opportunity to ride at half fare 
from Chicago to the Pacific coast, and from 
Minnesota to the gulf. If a clergyman de- 
sires to mak further trip than authorized 
by the new rule, he is to be given a trip per- 
mit through the territorial chairman. 


Examine Safety Appliance Men. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
issued a circular announcing that applicants 
for the position of safety appliance inspectors 
hereafter must be examined by a board ap- 
pointed under the civil service law. The 
chairman is the chief safety appliance in- 
spector. 

The usual elaborate blank must be filled out 
showing the applicant's condition and his- 
tory. Me then is made to submit to an oral 
examination on his familiarity with the safe- 
ty appliance Jaw and with the rules and the 
recommended practices of the American 
Railway association and Master Car Build- 
ers’, Master Mechanics’, and Air Brake- 
men’s associations. He must also demon- 
strate his knowledge and ability in a train 


yard and show that he is familiar with the 


cars and their management. The commission 
now employs fifteen inspectors.

RAILROADS REDUCE FORCES. 


Sixteen Lines in the General Managers’ 
Association Report a Net Cut 
of 6,742 Men. 


Returns from sixteen roads in the General 
Managers’ association of Chicago, having a 
trackage of 36,920 miles and employing 264,- 
835 men, report a net reduction of 6,742 in 
their forces, compared with the figures of 
June 80, 1908, or a little less than 8 per cent. 

‘Of the roads five reported no reductions, 
three decreases, five no material changes, 
and three slight increases. If a like per- 
‘centage of reduction prevails among other 
roads of the association the total reduction 
would amount to about 11,000. 

Between 1899 and 1903 the number of em- 
ployés of the Chicago roads increased 53 per 
cent, while their compensation increased 
60.6 per cent. 3 


“MUSHMOUTH” IS OUT $2,000.
